CariraL Punistment. Gov Badger of New 
Hampshire, in his late message to the Legislature, calls 
their attention to the abolition of capital panishment.— 
The following is an extract from his speech :-— 

‘ Bat it is the certainty and not the severity of punish- 
ment, that prevents crime.—Tbe humanity of mankind 
revolts at the idea of taking the life of a fellow being.— 
And the result at the criminal tribunal is, that none are 
convicted, unless the criminality is established beyond 
all doubt, adopting probably, the maxim that ‘it is bet- 
ter ten guilty escape than one innocent suffer.’ But 
when the punishment is imprisonment and hard labor, if 
the criminality is established beyond a reasonable doubt, 
conviction follows, and few escape the merited punish- 
ment, ning the correctness of the principle of cer- 
tainty of panishment rather than its severity, for the pre- 
vention of crime, t destroying one of the principal 
sources of temptation, the bope of impunity.”
